Sisseli's Bule as to Postmasters 


Plainly Defined. 


In a reoant telegram from Washington 


t is given out that Postmnster-Geceral 
Bissell has rendered an important decis- 
ion which will probably have an impor- 
tant bearing as to the length of time 
several thousand Republicans may con- 
,inne in office. Coagreesman Springer 
asked Mr. Bissell for a decision as to 
whether a Republican pestmaater would 
be considered as Bimply filling out the 
nnexpired term of his predecessor, or be 
allowed to serve the full four years from 
the date of his appointment. The Pest- 
master General, after consideration of 
the case, decided he would be permitted 
to serve out his full four years' term. 
This raling will hold good in all cuses of 
postmasters appointed as successors to 
other Republican postmaster?, and thus 
extend the term of many to near the 
close of the present Adraiuistration, and, 
if followed in other depirtinenis, as it 
probably will be, will affect thousands of 
important oflicer. 


The o?.se in question was atTnylorville,

Straw- 
berries from Mississippi are on sale at 40 
cents a quart and Florida berries of good 
solid character bring 20 cents per pint. 
Home grown asparagus is worth 6 cents 
a bunch and that from Southern Illinois 
commands 15 cents on account of very 
superior quality. Cauliflower ia worth 
from 20 cents to 25 oenta a bunch and 
three bunches of new beeta bring 25 
cents. Pia plant sells three bunches for 
10 cente. New onions are selling at three 
for 10 cents and radishes bring 5 cents a 
bnncb. New potatoes hover around 15 
oenta a quart and string beans ate worth 
20 cents a qaart. 


The supply of eggs is moderate and 


there is no surplus on the rnnrket. The

A Baggage Decision of Interest to 


the Commercial Travelers. 


In 1835 a traveling salesman for P^-rry 


Bros., Ghiojgo, started on the Wabaeh 
road from Springfield for Petersburg, 
111., and checked his jsweler's trunk con- 
taining simples aa psreor.al Laggagp. 
The tr.in jumped the track at-1 the bag- 
gage oar and its contents were burned. 
Perry Bros eaed tue'receiver of tl'e com- 
pany for the losa and the pa) master 
awarded them damagea in the euci of 
$7,287. The decree of the matter vas 
affirmed and the reo-'iver appealed to the 
United States enpreme court, which yes- 
terday decided that the decree of the 
circuit court of Illinois must be reversed 
and the proceedings instituted by Perry 
Bros, were dismissed. Justice Blatch- 
ford said, in announcing his decision, 
that it was reached on the ground that 
there was no evidence to show that the 
baggage agent who checked the trunk 
had any actual knowledge of its contents 
and the salesman, in purchasing his 
ticket for the passenger train, and then 
tendering hia trunk to the agent to be 
checked tendered it as containing his 
personal biggage. The receivers were 
not liable for the contents of thu trunk 
other than aa personal baggage.

On his' 
return home ha waa murdered and 
robbed by unknown parties and his 
body thrown into Alpne lake, near 
Perryville.

Secretary Smith Worn Out and 111. 
NEW YORK, April 19.—A telegram was 


received frora Secretary Hoke Smith, 
from Atlanta, stating- that he was suf- 
fering from a severe cold, but would 
return to Washington in a day or two. 
Since his appointment as secretary of 
the interior, Mr. Smith haa given from 
fifteen to eighteen hours a day to his 
official duties, and in consequence he is 
overworked and greatly in need of 
rea*. 


Charged TJpon the Crowd With Leveled 
Bayonets. 


BRUSSELS, April 19.—The most seri- 


ous disturbance that occurred yester- 
day is reported from Bourgorhout, a 
village a short distance from Antwerp. 
Many candle-makers are employed in 
the village, and a majority of them 
have joined the movement in favor of 
universal 
suffrage. 
Those who re- 


mained at work were attacked by the 
strikers yesterday, and the troops were 
called upon to protect the workers and 
restore order. 


The appearance of the soldiery had 


little or no effect in quelling the riot, 
and the orders to the rioters to dis- 
perse met with no attention. 
The 


strikers continued their attacks upon 
the "blacklegs" as though no troops 
were present. 
The officer in command 


of the soldici-a ordered his men to fix 
their bayonets and then followed the 
order to charge. On a full run, with 
leveled bayonets, the soldiers charged 
upon the rioters ami drove them away. 
Four of the strikers, however, were 
killed aud fifteen others received more 
or less serious bayonet thrusts. It is 
certain some of the wounded will die. 


Great excitement prevails in the vil- 


lage and the strikers threaten 
ven- 


geance for the death of their comrades. 
Here, as in other parts of the country 
the men are in many instances spurred 
on to riot by the women. 
Universal Suffrage Adopted by the Bel- 
gian Chamber, 


BRUSSELS, April 19.—The chamber of 


representatives reassembled after the 
preparation of the reports on the re- 
vision of the constitution, and by a 
vote of 119 against 12, with fourteen 
abstainers from voting, adopted uni- 
versal suffrage, with a provision for 
plural voting by the classes owning 
property, according to the amount and 
situation of the property. 


Cheers within the chamber were fol- 


lowed by 
prodigious 
acclamations 


from the enormous crowd that awaited 
the result of the voting outside the 
chamber. 
The greatest 
enthusiasm 


was displayed everywhere and the peo- 
ple joined in a jubilee in honor of the 
great triumph which they had achieved. 
The vote in favor of universal suffrage 
will have an allaying effect upon tha 
popular 
excitement and 
agitation, 


which had been assuming the dimen- 
sions of a general insurrection. 


The dread of a terrible uprising of 


the people, similar to that of the 
French revolution in its resistless rage 
against privilege and power, had the 
effect of bringing the chamber of rep- 
resentatives around to the popular side. 
There is no doubt in many minds that 
had the chamber not acted promptly 
there would have been a revolution in 
Belgium. 


In view of the action of the deputies 


the labor leaders resolved at the meet- 
ing held yesterday afternoon to advise 
the abandonment of the g-eneral strike. 
At the same time they decided to issue 
to the people a manifesto against the 
Nyssen bill, which opposes the combi- 
nation of olural voting and universal 
suffrage. 
The leaders will urffe 
the 


people to follow up their victory by 
agitating unceasingly for universal 
suffrage, pure and simple. 


Police and workingmen had several 


encounters last evening-, and seven 
rioters were seriously injured. Never- 
theless the end of the riots is bound to 
be near. The decision of the labor 
leaders to abandon the strike has pro- 
duced a general feeling of relief. The 
police have worked night and day and 
are completely exhausted. 
Vt'ere the 


strikes and riots to continue a few days 
more preservation would be left en- 
tirelj' to the militia as the police could 
not endure the strain. Many arrests 
of socialists are reported from the pro- 
vinces.

ANCIENT ASTRONOMY. 


Much Knowledge Pomessea UT the Egn«. 


iihni* C,OOO Years Ago. 


We find in the table at the Rames- 


seurn distinct references to the bull, the 
lion, and the scorpion, and it is also 
clearly indicated that at that time the 
star Sirius rose heliacally at the begin- 
ning of the rise of the Nile. 


This word heliacally requires a little 


explanation. 


The ancients, who h;id no telescopes, 


and had to use their horizon as the only 
scientific instrument which they pos- 
sessed, were very careful in determin- 
ing the various conditions in which a 
star could rise. For instance, if a star 
was rising at the same time the sun 
was ribing, it was said to rise cosmieal- 
ly, but unless certain very obvious pre- 
cautions were taken, the ribinff star 
would not be seen iu consequence of 
the presence of daylight. 


It is quite clear that if we observe a 


star rising- in the dawn it will get more 
and more diflicult to observe the nearer 
the time of 
sunrise is approached. 


Therefore what the ancients did was to 
determine a time before sunrise in the 
early dawn at which the star could be 
wry obviously and clearly seen to rise. 
The term "heliacal rising" was coined 
to represent a star rising in the dawu, 
therefore, before the sun. 


Generally throughout Epypt the sun 


was supposed to be something like ten 
degrees below the horizon when a star 
was stated to rise heliacally. 


We find, then, thtit more than five 


thousand years ago the Egyptians were 
perfectly ramiliar with these facts and 
the difference between a cosraical and 
heliacal rising- was perfectly clear to 
them. 
Bt the table at Thebes tells us, 


moreover, that the sun's journey in re- 
lation to some of the zodiacal constella- 
tions was perfectly familiar five thou- 
sand years ago. 


These, then, are some of the more 


general statements -which may be made 
with resrard to the most important 
points so far discussed by those who 
hare dealt with Egyptian astronomy, 
and it ra.iy be added that this informa- 
tion has "come to us in mythologic 
guise. 


The various apparent movements of 


the heavenly bodies which are produced 
by the rotation and revolution of the 
earth and the effects of precession were 
familiar to the Egyptians, however 
irrnoraut they may have been of the 
causes: they carefully studied what 
tliL-v saw and auempted to put their 
knowledge together in the most con- 
von'ent fashion, associating it with 
their strange 
imaginings and with

Judge Jacfceon and State Sov- 


ereignty. 


Recent developments connected with 


the appointment by President Harrison 
of Judge Jackson to the supreme court 
bench show that Harrison hnew hia 
man. There is but one matter upon 
whioh the supreme court is called to give 
an opinion in which a Democratic court 
would be dangerous to th» government. 
That'question is the one involving the 
dogma of etate sovereignty, which it is 
supposed waa settled by the civil war, 
but whioh IB still periodically pressed to 
the front by the bourbon school of Dem- 
ocrats 88 a living issue in defiance of tbe 
results of the war. 


When the appointment of Judge Jack- 


son was made the president unofficially 
itated that more conviction for the viola- 
tion of federal laws had been secured in 
Judge Jackson's court than ia other 
court in the country. It seems the pres- 
ident knew his man. 


Judfee Jaokeon recently wrote and 


delivered the opinion of the court in a 
case involving the question of state sov- 
ereignty, and in tbia opinion there ia a 
distinct declaration of tbe fact that tbe 
results of tho civil war settled the ques- 
tion of state sovereignty against the view 
taken by the south and the Djmocratiu 
party previous to that event. It is to 
tbe effect that the stutes of tbe Union 
are not independent governments, hnvint; 
all the powers of nations, except such as 
have been conferred upon tbe federal 
government. Tbe case was o.ce wherein 
it was contended that u prisoner arrested 
in one state, upon a war:ant of extradi- 
tion from another, could only be tried 
for the specific- crime charged in tha 
warrant. 


The decision holds that while this is 


true BB to a fugitive from justice brought 
back from a foreign nation, it does not 
apply as between the states of tbe Union. 
The decision asserts: 


"Upon the surrender of a fugitive to 


the states demanding his return under a 
national law, he may be tried iu the s1 ate 
to which he is returned for any other 
offense than that specified in the requisi- 
tion for his rendition, and iu so trying 
him against his objection no right, privi- 
lege or immunity aeoured to him by the 
constitution and laws of the United 
States ia thereby denied." 


This very clearly proclaims the fnllacy 


of state sovereignty; a point nevsr before 
covered by lhn supreme court. Speiik- 
ing of this decision the St. Louifi Globe- 
Democrat says: 


There was a time when Judge Jackson 


believed in the theory o£ H ate rigdcj 
tbat he now officially repudiates. Ho 
took part in Hie rebellion whioh WHS d«- 
signed t^> vindicate and enforce that the- 
ory; but unlike mncy of those who [ ar- 
tioipated with him in tbat desperiua 
undertaking, he recognizes the fact tbat 
it was a failure and that the failure t i <- 
nified a full and permanent fidjnBtmBiit 
of the matter in accordance wilt! the doc- 
trine for winch tbe North contended. 
The average Southern statesman insists 
that the w:ir did not decide any thing ex- 
cept tbat one side was pbysioel'y strong- 
er than the other; but Judge Jackson 
logically and honestly puts a diiisrent 
construction upon the triumph of the 
Union armies and the overthrow of tlin 
Confederacy, There are certain rights 
belonging to the States aa States, of 
coarse, but they do not extend to tbe 
permissible obstruction of the proceieis 
of the Federal Government, and do not 
include the granting of an asylum to pec- 
pie within their boundaries as broad aid 
8B3ure as that whioh independent nations 
extend over their citizens and inhabit- 
ants, la short the sovereignty of the 
Stnte is essentially local, and not general.

drunkenness. Any person convicted the 
second time for drunkenness on the pub- 
lic etreete is to be given his choioe be- 
tween working on the street for ten days 
with a ball and chain, and a course of 
treatment with the Keeley cure. The 
ordinance has already gone into iflNo', 
and there haa been one case under it, the 
noou=ed selecting the cure iu place of the 
bnll and chain and the compulsory it>:- 
provemsnt of the Lemars 
highways.

DENTISTRY. 


Artificial Teeth Have Now Become a 


Cheap Luxury. 


"We sold one million more false teeth 


last year than we ever disposed of be- 
fore in a twelvemonth," said the man- 
ager of tho greatest dental supply es- 
tablishment in the world to a Star re- 
porter the other day. 
"1 don't imagine 


that it was because people are losing1 
their teeth more rapidly now than here- 
tofore, although it is unquestionably 
the case that the enduring1 quality of 
the human chewing apparatus has be- 
come progressively luss from genera- 
tion to generation in tliis country. 
It 


is more the fashion now than it has 
ever been in the past to wear false 
teeth, partly for the reason that the 
public has come to realize what excel- 
lent substitutes they are for real ones\ 
and purtly owing1 to the fact that tooth- 
lessness excites much more disgust than 
it did in old times, when such an afflic- 
tion was commonly observed and was 
regarded as unavoidable. 


"It is very rare to see a person nowa- 


days, whether a man or a woman, visi- 
bly disfigured by the absence of teeth. 
Anybody whose grinders fall out will, 
in nearly every ease, go to a dental sur- 
geon and procure artificial ones. 
They 


don't cost much. You can get a com- 
plete double set for from ¥1U up to £75. 
1'robably a fashionable dentist will 
charge you the latter price. His mar- 
gin of profit is considerable, inasmuch 
as the trcth themselves cost only from 
fifteen to eighteen cents apiece. They 
are made of porcelain, of kaolin usual- 
ly, baked in an oven. For the plates 
the material best approved is rubber. 
The handsomest plates lire made of cel- 
luloid, and they have tins advantage of 
lightness in weight, but celluloid does 
aot resist well the aeids with which it 
comes in contact in the mouth. Alumi- 
nium has been tried, but it is affected 
by vinegar and salt, as well as other 
substances that are eaten, the result 
being the development of a salt of alu- 
minium, which is thought to be injuri- 
ous to the system. 


"The enamel of artificial teeth is 


composed of metallic oxides, and the 
finishing processes to which they are 
subjected are so delicate that no two 
teetli produced can be made exactly 
alike in point of coloring. 
Among all 


the hundreds of thousands of teeth 
which we keep in stock, probably no 
two would match to absolute perfec- 
tion. Hut those that are most nearly 
alike are put together so that the eye 
of nobody but an expert would detect 
tiny difference. 


"After all, natural 
teeth 
exhibit 


marked dissimilarities in an individual. 
]t docs not do to make false teeth look 
too handsome, lest they appear un- 
natural, and dental surgeons eommonl3r 
carry their imitation of nature so far as 
to make teeth, in many instances, look 
more or less defective, the better to 
carry out the deception. What is called 
'bridge work' consists in inserting a 
false tooth in a gap between two natural 
ones in the jaw, fastening it in place by 
gold hands around the adjoining teeth. 
Hold crowns are frequently put on old 
roots nowadays, this de-vice having the 
advantage that the crown can be readily 
removed at any ti»ie for the purpose of 
keeping the root beneath in good con- 
•lition. 


"The latest important invention in 


the line 01 dentistry is a machine by 
which steel excavating" burs are made. 
Hitherto these delicate little instru- 
ments Uad to be manufactured by hand. 
You can only perceive how very deli- 
cate they are by (."camming them un- 
:lef a powerful magnifying glass. To 
make them by hand was a very labor- 
ious process, and not less than six hun- 
dred thousand dollars was spent in ex- 
periments before Um machine for p*o- 
dueing them was 
successfully 
con- 


structed. It turns them out with such 
rapidity that they only cost ten cents 
apiece now."—Washington Star.

While the greet 


demand will not begin for some months, 
many farmers, are already beginning to 
make their purchases, in view of the fact 
that the price is probably considerably 
lower than it will be when the time of 
need arrives. 


The supply of binding twine in this 


city is quite large and is now selling on 
a basis of 10>^o per ponnd, that is for the 
ordinary twinp. The bas:s for this twino 
is the price of sisal, that being one of the 
principal substances used in its manu- 
facture. Manila twine is selling at 13J 
per pound. Farmere'geuerally consider 
these prices as being very low, and are 
taking advantage of them. 


The general opinion ot the various 


dealers in twine is that the price will go 
np before the season is over. 
They say 


that there are two reasons for the ad- 
vance, one of them being that almost all 
of the entire stock is controlled by one 
firm in New York City. 
But tha most 


important reason for the advance la that 
an immense acreage of oats has been 
sown, and the present prospects indicate 
that an enormous or^p will be harvested.

"carefully and discreetly to male inquir- 
ies into and concerning all supposed vio- 
lations of this act, and to report the same 
in writing."

instead of an immediate apprehension ot 
a truant child, five days' notice shall be 
given the parents.

A Great Bolipsa of the Sun Sunday 


—Not Visible Here. 


The total solar eclipse, whioh took 


pi LOS Sunday, was the largest of the 
century and also the last of this century, 
from which any sdditioLS to the history 
of solar physics can be obtained 
Unfor- 


tunately, however, the eclipse was not 
visible from any porno in the Um ed 
States 
It was observed however, by 


Prof. J M Sohaevcrie of the Liok ob- 
servatory who sailed for Chili in Janu- 
ary last, with the intention of setting tip 
a photo-heliograph in the heart of the 
Andes, probably in the Sierra Blanco 
mining district, with the expectation of 
taking elaborate observations 
He took 


with him two telenccpes and the observa- 
tory photo-heliograph, which hw a lens 
five inches in diameter and a focal dis- 
tance of forty feet 
The ouration of the 


totality of the eclipse was nearly five 
minutes. The Boyal Society of England 
Bent out two expeditions for observation 
purposes, one to ifnoa and the other to 
Brfzil 
The eclipse has excited muoh 


at tension among astronomers both in 
this oc nntry and in Europe, and the ob- 
servat'ons are expected to mstermlly aid 
in solving many unsettled problems con- 
nected with the spots, projections, co- 
rona and motion of the sun.
